President Gets Two Bites but No 
Fish in Morning of Trolling

WASHINGTON, May 3.—Frank 
White, a Harlan County (Ky.) Dep- 
uty Sheriff, was positively identified 
as one of the men who fired the 
shots which killed 19-year-old Ben- 


nett Musick, by a witness who ap- 
peared before the La Follette Sen- 
ate committee this afternoon. 

Young Musick, son of a union or- 
ganizer, was killed on the night of 
Feb. 9 last while sitting in the liv- 
ing room of his father’s cottage, 
with his mother, sister and two 
younger brothers, listening to the 
radio. ¥. 

His father had fled to the ad- 
joining county for safety a few 
hours earlier. No one has been ar- 
rested for the murder. 

Sheriff Theodore Middleton, who 
supplies the badges and commis- 
sions for the deputies who are paid 
by the mine operators, heard to- 
day’s testimony. 

Daniel Boone Smith, the Prose- 
cuting Attorney, who admitted on 
the witness stand last week that he 
is on the payroll of three Harlan 
County mine companies, went back 
to Harlan County, after expressing 
a fervent hope that his appearance 
here would not cause him to lose 
his retainers from the operators. ; 

To See Old Man Musick. 

Two earlier witnesses, Mr. and 
Mrs. Lawrence Howard, had testi- 
fied that six or seven deputies, in- 
cluding White, all armed and ll 
drinking, visited a lunchroom about 
two hours before the murder, and 
announced they were “going to 
see old man Musick.’ 

Hugh Taylor, himself a deputy, 
shocked hearing spectators last 
week by exhibiting two shattered 
hands which he said he got attempt- 
ing to wrest a pistol from White. 
White, he said, then shot him in 
the back and left him for dead in 
a ditch. 

Today’s identification was made 
by Kelly Fox, a former Deputy 
Sheriff, who was a neighbor of the 
Musicks. It was the first story 
of the shooting by anyone outside 
the Musick family. 

Automobiles Raffled. 

A procession of Harlan County 
miners passed before the commit- 
tee, and told of being discharged 
in recent weeks for joining the 
union. They added a lighter touch 
by telling how they were compelled, 
once or twice a month, to buy 
chances on automobiles raffled off 
by their employers. The chances |, 
cost a dollar each, which was de- 
ducted from their pay whether they 
liked it or not. 

-“What kind of cars did they give 
away?” Chairman La _ Follette 
asked Jim Fugate, a discharged 
miner. 

“Well, I never seen but one of 
‘em,” he answered. “It was sup- 
posed to be Pearl Bassham’s new 
sedan, but it turned out to be a 
1929 Ford. It was just an old can.” 

Bassham, chief owner of the Har- 
lan-Wallins mine, is a leader in 
civic and religious affairs in Harlan 
County—and the employer of sev- 
eral deputy sheriffs who have been 
charged with murder. 

The miners testified that Mrs. 
S. C. Bennett, owner of a mine at 
Bonita, closed it last month, after 
a number of her miners joined the 
union, saying: “I'll nail up the drift 
before I'll deal with any union.” 

Describes Shooting. 

Fox, a youthful, pleasant-faced 
mountaineer, who lived four doors 
from the Musick cottage, described 
the shooting. About 8:30 p. m., he 
said, three sedans pulled up in 
front of the house, and shots were 
fired from two of them. 

“Then two of them went up the 
road a little piece, and _ turned 
around and came back. They 
stopped again, and there was some 
more shooting,” he said.

Bus Strike Slows Up Other 
Traffic Systems of London 


Surface Cars and Subway Trains Are Over- 
taxed — Stations Close at Intervals 


to Clear 


Crowds.

LONDON, May 3.—London today 
felt the full effect of the busmen’s 


strike that has tied up the city’s 
5000 busses since midnight Friday, 
threatening to snarl traffic ar- 
rangements for the coronation only 
nine days hence. 

Early morning crowds, returning 
to work after the week-end, 
jammed subway and _ surface car 
systems, seriously taxing those 
branches of the transportation net- 
work. 

Early morning crowds in subway 
stations indicated breakdowns more 
serious than those yesterday might 
occur. Police, who were forced to 
close the Marble Arch and Oxford 
Circus subway stations at intervals 
Sunday until they were cleared of 
struggling crowds of holiday 
makers, watched apprehensively as 
growing streams of workers fought 
their way to already over-taxed 
trains. 

A public inquiry into the strike 
opened today at the request of 
the Labor Ministry with Ernest 
Bevin, secretary of the Transport 
and General Workers’ Union, ap- 
pearing for the strikers. Frank 
Pick, vice-chairman, represented the 
London Transport Board. 

The consensus was that the 
board, which has no powers of 


arbitration, could not report to the 
Minister of Transport until Thurs- 
day or Friday. Members of the 
board are Sir Arthur Pugh, former 
chairman of the Trades Union 
Council; Basil Sanderson, chairman 
of the Shipping Federation’s execu- 
tive council, and John Forster, bar- 
rister. 

Twenty-five thousand busmen of 
the Government-controlled system 
struck when demands for a seven 
and one-half hour working day 
and slower bus schedules were re- 
fused by the London’ Transport 
Board.

A tentative agreement to end the 
35-day strike of 870 shop men at 
the S..

union memberships on company 
time or company property. 

The permanent wage agreement, 
negotiations for which are provided 
by the agreement, would be effec- 
tive until Feb. 28, 1938.

League of Women Voters 
Requests Him to Go to 
Jefferson City to Block 


Substitute Measure. 


IT HOLDS ‘NO HOPE 
FOR HONEST VOTING’ 


This Is Conclusion of Miss 
Emma Bobb After De- 
tailed Analysis of Coun- 
ter Proposai. 


A request to Mayor Dickmann to 
go to Jefferson City in support of 
the original permanent registration 
bill for St. Louis, drafted by a civic 
committee under his sponsorship, 
has been sent to the Mayor by the 
League of Women Voters. 

This bill, the league points out, 
is in jeopardy in the Legislature, 
but the league believes the Mayor 
can save it. A substitute measure 


submitted by the House Elections 
Committee was perfected by the 
House of Representatives last week, 
omitting numerous safeguards and 
virtually rewriting the city’s basic 
election law. 

Mrs. Ivan H. Light, president of 
the League of Women Voters, and 
Miss Jeanne Blythe, chairman of 
its Permanent Registration Com- 
mittee, said in a letter delivered to 
the Mayor yesterday that he had 
assured his Civic Committee, of 
which Miss Blythe was a member, 
that he would go to Jefferson City 
in behalf of the bill. 


Two Features Omitted. 
. The original bill, they declared, 
would set up “the most modern and 
efficient system of permanent reg- 
istration possible,” containing nec- 
essary safeguards. No bill lacking 
a requirement that voters must 
sign their names at the polls for 
comparison with their registration 
signatures or provision for an ade- 
quate census of residents of voting 
aze could be acceptable to the citi- 
zens, they insisted. The substitute 
bill omits both these features. 

Mayor Dickmann said to report- 
ers today that he had not had time 
to consider the league’s request, but 
might have something to say about 
it later. 

The Mayor and City Counselor 
Edgar H. Wayman, chairman of the 
Civic Committee, were to confer to- 
day on the request of John B. Ed- 
wards, vice-chairman, for a meet- 
ing of the committee, at which Ed- 
wards would introduce a resolution 
denouncing the substitute as un- 
suitable and wrongful.

Disagreement at Shell Plant Over

A sit-down strike was started

Texas Wins Oil Review. 

Texas won a review in an effort 
to confiscate alleged illegal oil 
produced by the Trinity Refining 
Co. of Texas. 

The court agreed to pass upon a 
judgment against the State by the 
Fifth Circuit Court of Appeals. 
Texas had sought to collect fines, 
penalties and fuel taxes from the 
bankruptcsy trustee of the com- 
pany, but the court limited the re- 
view to the questions raised upon 
the application of the State for per- 
mission to take proceedings for 
confiscation of the oil.

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BISHOP CHALLENGES 
HITLER CHURCH EDICT 


Catholic Prelate Attacks Order 
That Nazi State. Alone 
Educate Children. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, May 3. — Count von 
Preysing, Bishop of Berlin, yester- 
day sharply challenged Chancellor 
Hitler’s edict to the Catholic church 
to “obey or be broken” in a pas- 
_ toral letter read to every congrega- 
tion in Berlin. 

The Bishop took heated issue 
with Hitler’s statement the Nazi 
state alone would educate German 
children regardless of whether 
parents or church liked it. His pas- 


» toral letter declared: 


“You parents are the only ones 
responsible toward God for the edu- 
cation of your children. God has 
destined you alone to bring them 
up. Build up religion in your chil- 
dren and your homes. Frustrate 
all attempts to destroy their Cath- 
olic faith.” 

Bishop Preysing reminded his 
congregations that the concordat 
between the Vatican’ and Ger- 
many is still in existence, add- 
ing that “as long as this is con- 
sidered holy, there will be Catholic 
teachings in the schools.” 

Chancellor Hitler issued his edict 
against German catholicism in a 
speech Saturday before members of 
the Hitler Youth Organization, in- 
cluded as part of an audience of 
50,000 workers who massed at Ber- 
lin’s Lustgarten. 

German courts today sentenced 11 
Catholic lay brothers to jail for 
terms ranging from three months 
to four years. 

A Coblenz court sentenced Fran- 
ciscan Brother Oundram to four 
years in the penitentiary and loss 
of civil rights for five years, on 
charges of premeditated fatal as- 
sault. At Paderborn, Brother Wen- 
dolin was sent to jail for three years 
with loss of civil rights on a morals 
charge involving minors. A Bonn 
court jailed six other brothers on 
similar charges for terms of from 
seven to 18 months. Three other 
Franciscans were jailed at Coblenz 
for aiding “immoral” brothers 
across German frontiers. 


Pope Compiling Records Which He 
May Use Against Hitler. 

CASTEL GANDOLFO, Italy, May 
3.—Prelates disclosed tonight Pope 
Pius was finishing a compilation of 
documents and records, to show 
that Adolf Hitler’s German Govern- 
ment—not the Vatican—has violat- 
ed the church-state concordat with 
the Reich. He will issue it, these 
prelates said, if MHitler’s position 
toward the church “becomes more 
offensive.” 

One prelate said the position of 
the church in Germany could be de- 
scribed accurately as worse, at the 
present time, “than in Spain.” In 
Spain, he said, priests were killed 
and churches burned, but that pro- 
duced a revyival rather than “stran- 
gulation” of the faith. In Ger- 
many, he charged, more subtle 
methods—such as economic pres- 
sure—are being used. As a result, 
he said, the church might gradual- 
ly be suffocated.

Several large seating agencies 
said they were sold out of $25 


seats, but still were holding a big 
mumber of the better seats, which 
are priced. from $100 to $200. . 


, Buys Seats; Gets Camp Stools. 


Lord Leverhulme, speaking at a 
luncheon, related a story of 42 man 
who answered an advertisement for 
“two coronation seats” for $15. The 
purchaser received two camp stools 
by return post. 

Only nine days are left before the 
gilded state coach, drawn by eight 
red-harnessed horses, rolls throuzh 
the streets to Westminster Abbey. 

The city, it is now apparent, will 
be aglitter the night of May 12 
when, with the King and Queen 
crowned, the public will give itself 
over to ceiebration. 


The ordinary, gray London streets 
will be lavishly lighted, with more 
than 200 buildings floodlighted. For 
the first time in its 900 years the 
tower of London will be spotted 
with powerful lights. Other build- 
figs to be lighted will be Buck- 
Ingham Palace, the Abbey, St. 
James’s Palace, Hampton Court and 
Windsor Castle. 


Distinguished Guests Arriving. 
Last minute preparations are be- 
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ing hurried for the legions of royal 
and distinguished guests who are 
arriving. Queen Maud of Norway, 
the King’s aunt, was the first to 
come. Among the others to be 
guests of King George and Queen 
Elizabeth will be Crown Prince 
Olaf and Crown Princess Martha 
ef Norway; Princess Juliana and 
Prince Bernhardt of the Nether- 
lands; Prince Charles, Count of 
Flanders, brother of the King of 
Belgians; Prince Paul of Greece, 
and 16-year-old Crown Prince 
Michael of Rumania. 

Prince: Regent Paul and Princess 


Olga of Yugoslavia will stay with 
the Princess’ sister, the Duchess of 
Kent, in Belgrave Square. Crown 
Prince Frederick and Crown Prin- 
Css Ingrid of Denmark will be 
guests of the Princess’ grandfather, 
the Duke of Connaught.

$30,000 A YEAR GRANT 
FOR YOUNG PRINCESS 


English Parliament Expected 
to Approve Sum for Eliza- 
beth; Edward Off List. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, May 3.—Princes Eliza- 
beth, ll-year-old heir presumptive to 
the British throne, was recommend- 
ed today for an annual grant of 
£6000 ($30,000) in a report of the 
Commons Civil List Committee. | 


The Duke of Windsor, who gave 
up an annual salary of approxi- 
«mately $2,000,000, in addition to his 
throne, was not mentioned. 

When Princess Elizabeth comes 
of age, the committee recommends 
her pension be increased to £15,000 
($75,000) a year. 

For Duke of Gloucester. 

The Duke of Gloucester, who has 
taken over additional duties during 
Princess Elizabeth’s minority, was 
recommended for an increase. The 
committee suggested he be paid an 
annuity of £10,000 ($50,000), in ad- 
dition to his present annual stipend 
of £25,000 ($125,000). It was stipu- 
lated that the additional money for 
Elizabeth and Gloucester be taken 
from the revenues of the Duchy of 
Cornwall. 

Queen Mary’s previous provision 
of £70,000 ($350,000) was maintained 
The report disclosed that Maj. 
Clevent Richard Attlee, House La- 
bo. leader, nad moved for an 
amendment, suggesting “greater 
simplicity in the state and ceremo- 
nial of the court is desirable to 
bring it into accord with modern 
conceptions.” The amendment was 
defeated. 

Attlee’s amendment referred to 
the “tedious and irksome ceremo- 
nial” of the court and urged that 
those who bear the burden of king- 
ship be allowed to enjoy “so far as 
is consistent with their high office 
the freedom which belongs to those 
of private station.” 

The committee adopted the pro- 
visions suggested by the King in a 
message to the Commons several 
weeks ago. It is taken for granted 
the present recommendations will 
be passed by Parliament. 

The King did not mention any 
pension for his elder brother, Ed- 
ward, whom he replaced after Ed- 
ward’s abdication. It is assumed 
Edwaird will be maintained private- 
ly out of the royal coffers. 

No special provision was made to 
cover the possibility of Princess 
Elizabeth’s marriage. The commit- 
tee held Parliament should make 
such provision “as May seem proper 
at the time and in the light of cir- 
cumstances then prevailing.” 

It was recommended, however, 
that six-year-old Princess Margaret 
Rose be granted 26000 ($30,000) an- 
nually when she becomes 21 or 
marries. 

Stipend Considered “Adequate.” 
The committee aiso stated it was 
s-tisfied that the stipend made for 
the crown was “adequate” for the 
proper maintenance of the dignity 
of the crown, but no more than 
“adequate.” 

In case the King and Queen 
should have a son, provision was 
made that annuities at the rate of 
£10,000 ($50,000) for each son be 
paid to trustees, who would hold 
that sum until the son reached his 
majority. When and if that son 
should marry, his grant would be 
increased to £25,000 ($125,000).

LAW REVISION BILL 
VETOED BY STARK 


Governor Follows Attorney- 
General's Ruling It Is 
Unconstitutional.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 3.—Gov. 
Stark vetoed today a bill seeking 
to create a statute revision com- 
mission. In returning the bill to 
the Legislature without signature, 
he stated it was his opinion he bill 
was unconstiutional, as was held to- 
day in an opinion by the State At- 
torney-General's office. 

To override the Governor’s veto, 
100 votes will be necessary in the 
House and 23 votes in the Senate. 
The bill had been passed by both 
houses of the Legislature without 
opposition. 

Provisions of Measure. 

The measure proposes creation of 
a commission of 16 members, ll 
Legislators, to prepare bills con- 
densing the revised statutes of Mis- 


souri, 1929, and subsequent session 
acts; eliminating duplicate, obso- 
lete, conflicting and ambiguous sta- 
tutes, eliminating those which have 
been declared unconstitutional by 
the Supreme Court, and otherwise 
harmonizing and revising the laws 
of Missouri, these bills would not 
be binding on the 1939 Legislature, 
but would be designed to facilitate 
its constitutional duty of carrying 
out the decennial revision of the 
laws. 

The act provides Senator Clark, 
president pro tem of the Senate, 
and Speaker Christy of the House, 
would be members of the commis- 
sion, together with seven Senators 
selected by the president pro tem 
and seven Representatives selected 
by the Speaker. Members would be 
paid $10 a day plus an allowance of 
$5 a day for expenses, while actu- 
ally engaged in the work of the 
commission. 

Opinion of Attorney-General. 


The opinion, written by Assistant 
Attorney-General J H. Taylor, and 
approved by Attorney-General Mc- 
Kittrick, declared the bill violated 
four provisions of the State Con- 
stitution. 

It was held that under a consti- 
tutional amendment adopted in 
1932, the sole and exclusive power 
of revision of the statutes was 
vested in the 1939 Legislature, and 
sessions each 10 years thereafter, 
and that the 1937 Legislature had 
no authority to create a_ revision 
commission to assist in such a re- 
vision. . 

The Attorney-General hedl_ the 
members of the commission, by the 
terms of the bill, would be civil offi- 
cers, and that the attempt of the 
Legislature to place the president 
pro tem and Speaker on the com- 
mission violated a constitutional 
section prohibiting appointment of a 
member of the Legislature to a 
State office during the term for 
which he was elected, and another 
provision prohibiting the Lezgisla- 
ture from exercising any executive 
powers. 

The proposal to pay the commis- 
sion members $10 a day, plus a $5 
expense allowance, was declared to 
be in violation of a constitutional 
provision limiting the compensation 
and allowances of members of the 
Legislature, or any committee there- 
of, to not exceed $5 a day, 


CKES REQUESTS 


PWA BE EXTENDED 
TWO YEARS MORE 


Before House Committee 
He Asks That Agency Be 
Permitted to Use $150,- 
000.000 Fund. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 3.—Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ickes asked a 
House Appropriations Sub-commit- 
tee today to approve extension of 
the life of the Public Works Ad- 
ministration for two years more. 

The PWA chief appeared 
closed hearings on a measure to 
permit the Federal Works Agency 
to use its $150,000,000 revolving fund 
to finance new projects during the 
next two years beginning July 1. 
Unless Congress acts, PWA will 
expire June 30 except for the liqui- 
dation of projects already under 
construction. 

The PWA bill was considered by 
the sub-committee preliminary to 
hearings on the relief-deficiency ap- 
propriations bill, which Representa- 
tive Woodrum of Virginia has sug- 
gested might be trimmed _ $500,- 
000,000 to reduce relief spending for 
next year to an even $1,000,000,000. 
Woodrum said the sub-committee 
probably would not reach the relief 
bill before Wednesday. 

Little Opposition So Far. 

He said there was little disposi- 
tion on the part of the committee 
to oppose continuation of the PWA 
for the period specified. He said 
the pending bill did not conflict 
with President Roosevelt’s economy 
program, because it did not call for 
a new appropriation. 

“Any fight,” Woodrum - said, 
“probably will center on  proposi- 
tions to make additional appropria- 
tions.” 

Representative Beiter (Dem.), 
New York, who said a House “PWA 
bloc” of 227 members favored the 
proposition, appeared before’ the 
committee to urge earmarking for 
PWA of $300,000,000 of reiief funds 
for the next fiscai year. Beiter 
said his group would not seek direct 
appropriation of any new funds. 

Totals on Relief Spending. 

Relief spending has caused the 
bulk of the Federal deficits. This 
year’s spending has been at a rate 
indicating the total will be nearly 
$2,000,000,000. 

Some critics of the size of Fed- 
eral relief expenditures have con-

RUSSIAN EASTER 
SERVICES ATTENDED 
BY LARGE CROWDS 


Moscow’s Principal Church and 
Village Chapels 
Well Filled. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, May 3.—Large num- 
bers of Moscow citizens who cling 
to the old faith of Russia yesterday 
attended Easter services of the 
Greek Orthodox Church. It was esti- 
mated between 100,000 and 200,000 
took part in the services in about 25 
Moscow churches which began late 
Saturday and continued throughout 
the night and morning. 


The city’s principal church, the 
Dorogomilovsky Sobor Cathedral 
was jammed for all its services. 
The Orthodox Archbishop Sergei 
presided there. In villages around 
Moscow churches were also packed. 
Thousands of late-comers could not 
get more than a glimpse of the 
churches’ interiors. About half the 
Moscow churches observing Easter 
belong to the Obnovientsky, or 
renovated church, which Orthodox 
believers do not recognize. 

For the great non-religious mass- 
es as well as for the devout it was 
a holiday, having been set aside 
as a day of rest for workers who 
participated in the great May day 
demonstrations. 

Since publication of the new Rus- 
sian Constitution with its guaran- 
tees Of religious liberty there have 
been evidences of religious revival. 


PULITZER AWARD WINNERS 
TO BE ANNOUNCED TONIGHT 


Five Prizes in Journalism and Five 
in Letters, Totaling $15,500 
Will Be Given. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 3.—Winners 
of the 1936 Pulitzer awards in 
journalism and letters will be an- 
nounced tonight by Dr. Nicholas 
Murray Butler, president of Co- 
lumbia University and chairman of 
the committee which selected the 
winners last Friday. 

Continuing a precedent, the com- 
mittee will not notify those selected 
for the awards until formal an- 
nouncement of the selections is 
made at 9 p. m. The Pulitzer prizes, 
first awarded in 1917, now repre- 
sent an annual award of $15,500, 
divided into 10 prizes, five each 
in journalism and letters. In ad- 
dition five traveling scholarships 
are provided for _ outstanding 
students of journalism, art 
music. 

Dr. Butler will announce the ap- 
pointment of two. persons to fill 
vacancies on the Pulitzer advisory 
committee caused by the deaths of 
Marlen E. Pew, editor of Editor 
and Publisher, and Rollo Ogden, 


editor of the New York Times.

Missouri Supreme Court Ruling 
Sharply Defines Its Duty to Public 


Holding Contract to Solicit Claims Void: Tri- 
bunal Discusses Protection From Unqual- 
ified Lawyers, Unethical Practices. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, May 3.— 
Responsibility of the Missouri Su- 
preme Court to the public for the 
proper administration of justice 
and the objectives of its rules for 
regulation of the practice of law 
are sharply defined in a recent rul- 
ing by the court, holding void and 
unenforceable a contract between 
two laymen involving the solicita- 
tion and transaction of legal busi- 
ness. 

Division No. 1 of the court in- 
validating the contract, took occa- 
sion to discuss at some length the 
purposes of its rules for regulation 
of the bar, which have been in ef- 
fect since Nov. 1, 1934, and the ne- 
cessity for protection of the public 
from unqualified attorneys and 
from unethical and unlawful law 
practices. 

The suit, which commenced in 
1918, was filed by Charles C. Curry 
of St. Louis, against B. G. Dahl- 
berg of St. Paul, Minn., a rate ex- 
pert to recover approximately $43,- 
000 which Curry alleged was due 
him from Dahlberg, under a con- 
tract with the latter to solicit 
Claims from Missouri’ shippers 
against railroads for freight rate 
overcharges, the claims to be han- 
dled for collection, by Dahlberg: 
The agreement was entered into in 
July, 1914. 

Finding of Commissioner. 

St. Louis Circuit Court returned a 
judgment for Dahlberg when the 
case was tried. This judgment was 
affirmed by the Supreme Court. in 
an opinion written by Commission- 
er Laurance M. Hyde of Division 
No. 1, holding the contract was one 
to engage and assist in champerty, 
and was unlawful, 

Commissioner Hyde said neither 
Dahlberg nor Curry was an attor- 
ney but that Dahlberg, through the 
methods followed in attempting to 
collect claims, was undertaking to 
engage in the practice of law in 
Missouri. He said Curry was at- 
tempting to solicit persons to em- 
ploy Dahlberg to transact legal 
-tusiness and conduct litigation ir 
their behalf. 

The commissioner recalled the 
sweeping reform move by the Su- 
preme Court in 1934, in adopting a 
comprehensive set of rules for reg- 
ulation of practice of law and dis- 
ciplining of attorneys guilty of un- 
ethical or unprofessional conduct. 

Its “Inherent Powers.” 

“This court has thus exercised 

its inherent powers in recognition 


‘of its responsibility (as head of the 


Judicial Department of the State 
Government with general superin- 
tending control over all inferior 
courts) to the public for the prop- 
er administration of justice,” Com- 
missioner Hyde said. 

“If courts are to reach correct 
results without denial, delay or mis- 
carriage of justice,” he continued, 
“cases must be prepared and pre- 
sented by practitioners who have 
had thorough legal training, who 
are known to be of good moral 
character and who recognize their 
duty as officers of the court to con- 
duct themselves in accordance with 
ethical standards’ established 
through long experience as neces- 
sary in the public interest.” 

“To protect the public from ig- 
norance and dishonesty,” he said, 
“lawyers, who do not have suffici- 
ently adequate preparation to be 
properly fitted to represent others 
or who do not recognize the high 
character of their public duty, can- 
not be permitted to continue to 
transact legal business, nor can un- 
ethical competitio- for legal busi- 
ness be permitted from any source. 

“This court has refused to sit 
idly by with its eyes closed and its 
ears covered ‘to see no evil and 
hear no evil’ in the conduct of of- 
ficers of the court.” 


Would “Contradict Everything.” 


Having acted as it had, the com- 
missioner said, the court could not 
now consistently enforce a contract 
like the one involved. “To do so,” 
he said, “ would be a denial of the 
postition it has taken and would 
directly contradict everything it has 
declared to be essential for the im- 
provement of the standards of the 
bar in the interest of the welfare 
of the people of this State.” 

He said the court should refuse 
to enforce the contract “and leave 
the parties where they have placed 
themselves.” 

The opinion was concurred in by

NEW CONSTITUTION 
CRITICISED IN IRELAND 


Dublin Paper Uncertain 
Whether ‘We Are in Com- 
wealth or Out of It.’ 


By the Associated Press. 
DUBLIN, May 3.—The Irish Free 


State’s proposed new Constitution 
was appraised last night as a docu- 
ment which would not cause any 
radical or immediate change in po- 
litical or economic conditions. 

Some observers termed it “poli- 
tical window dressing” and said the 
new instrument was only a rewrite 
of the existing Constitution in the 
light of amendments which have 
been made. 

Many sought an answer to the 
failure of the instrument to mene 


tion either Great Britain or the 
King. 

The Irish Times, which described 
the document’s attitude toward the 
King as “churlish,” suggested the 
country under the new title of Eire 
“is neither fish, flesh nor even 
good red herring.” 

“There is no King, there is no 
commonwealth, there is not even 
a suggestion either of them ever 
existed,” he paper said, “and yet 
one has an uneasy feeling the new 
Constitution does not tell the whole 
truth. 

“Has there been no understanding 
with Britain in the matter? 

“Surely hte new Constitution ab- 
rogates the treaty (of 1921 by which 
the Irish Free State was accorded 
the same status as the other British 
dominions) and, if it does not abro- 
gate it, what on earth does it all 
mean? 

“It does not tell us whether we 
are in the commonwealth or out of 
it. Can it be that (President 
Eamon) De Valera does not really 
know?” 


Opposition in Ulster. 


The integration of the whole of 
Ireland—the Irish Free State and 
Ulister—has been the goal of Pres- 
ident de Valera but Ulster spokes- 
men maintained their opposition, 

Milne Barbour, Northern Ireland’s 
Minister of Commerce, said: 

“Our position is perfectly clear 
and safe. We in the north have 
a deep-rooted pride in our British 
citizenship and a passionate at- 
tachment to the crown. We look 
with curiosity on the new Free 
State Constitution.” 

Sir Basil Brooke, Northern Ire 
land’s Minister of Agriculture, ade 
dressing a group at Hillsborough, 
said: 

“The new Constitution implies

Pian for a Secret Ballot. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T is the best system of balloting, 

the system which prevents political 

coercion of the voter and encourages vot- 
ing for the man best qualified for the po- 
sition, regardless of party? The answer 
is, the secret ballot, with the candidates 
listed according to office. 

What is the worst system of balloting, 
the system which permits political coer- 
cion of the voter and ‘encourages, almost 
forces, voting by party regardless of the 
qualifications of the candidates? The an- 
sewer is the identified ballot with the can- 
didates listed according to party, the sys- 
tem we have here in Missouri. 

I believe that the majority of Missouri 
voters of both major parties are not at all 
proud of this un-American, machine- 
building system, but the road to its re- 
form seems to be a hard one. There have 
been attempts to put through a secret 
ballot bill at this session of the Lezgis- 
lature, but they have been met with the 
argument that a secret ballot makes it 
impossible for a voter to testify in the 
event of a fraud investigation or suit. It 
is possible that this objection is just a 
subterfuge, that the majority of legisla- 
tors do not, in fact, want a secret bal- 
lot. The best way to bring the matter 
into the open is to offer a system of se- 
cret balloting which makes it possible for 
a voter to identify his ballot, and I wish 
to submit such a system. | 

Each precinct is provided with a set of 
gummed number slips, about one and a 
half by three inches in size, with num- 
bers printed in duplicate thereon from 
number 1 to the number of the total 
registration in that precinct. The slips 
are folded and clipped or placed in small 
envelopes, put in a suitable open contain- 
er and shuffled around so that no one can 
know the location of any number. When 
the voter is handed his ballot, he is in- 
structed to take one of the slips from 
anywhere in the container that he 
chooses. When he has marked his bal- | 
lot, he tears the slip in two and attaches 
one of the numbers to the face of his bal- 
lot at the place designated thereon by a 
printed square. He keeps the other num- 
ber on his person, out of sight of anyone 
at the polling place and known only to 
himself. He is instructed to keep this 
number for a designated length of time, 
so that he can produce it if called upon 
to identify his ballot and testify at an 
investigation. Being gummed, this will 
be easy, as he can attach it to some im- 
portant card or paper he is saving. The 

number slips can be perforated down the 
middle to facilitate tearing, or, if the ut- 
most precaution against tampering is 
desired, the slips may be left plain, mak- 
ing it possible to match the tear of the 
number held by the voter with that of the 
number attached to the ballot. 

The virtues of this method are self- 
evident. GEORGE OSBORN.

His mother, who was herself wounded, told 
about it to the Senate Civil Liberties Committee. 
Another witness, Hugh Taylor, held up his mu- 
tilated hands as evidence of his encounter with the 
Sheriff’s killers. Taylor, a former mine guard, had 
sickened of his job, and “talked too much.” He was 
disciplined with pistol butts and bullets and left in 
a ditch, mistakenly “as dead as he ever will be.” 
Meet Bill Johnson. “They call me Thug.” The title 
is earned. A professional felon, rather proud of it, 
who with cowardly finesse carries out his orders to 
beat his man and tells it with gusto. 

Meet Sheriff Middleton again, who in three years 
has accumulated a fortune of $100,000 through his 
pleasant relations with the coal operators. He does 
not quite know how he got all this money, but de- 
clines to answer for fear of self-incrimination. 

Meet Gov. Chandler of Kentucky, not in person, 
but by way of official clemency. The beneficiary is 
the Sheriff against whom the former Governor, Ruby 
Laffoon, had undertaken ouster proceedings. Chand- 
ler dismissed the case, explaining the record had been 
lost, and certifying as to the Hundred-Thousand-

Meet George Ward, again, the secretary of the 
Coal Operators’ Association, whose reported activities 
in intimidating witnesses and possibly procuring the 
absence of the much-wanted Chief Deputy, Ben Un- 
thank, has brought him to the edge of prosecution 
by the indignant committee. 

Read more circumstantial accounts of the attacks 
upon union organizers, the gas grenades, the dyna- 
miting, the shooting from ambush by the Sheriff's 
deputies, the hired mercenaries of the coal companies. 
Learn that nobody has even been indicted for the 
murder of the Musick boy. Learn that a Deputy 
Sheriff's badge is, in practical effect, a license to 
commit any outrage, including murder, in the coal 
operators’ war against the unionization of their 
miners. 

Learn that violence and all manner of terrorism hit 
a faster tempo following the Governor’s decoration of 
the Sheriff in reward for “law and order in Harlan 
County.” 

Learn of the latest murder. It occurred a week 
ago. The victim was a labor organizer, but in this 
instance, it is said, it was a personal difference that 
was settled with a gun. 

In Harlan County’s population of 50,000 there are 
841 foreign-born persons. The alien influence may, 
therefore, be dismissed. The despotism, tyranny and 
brutish lawlessness are Kentucky bred. They might, 
on the score of accuracy, bear the trademark “Made 
in America.” But it is not an American community. 
It is a transplanted penal colony from the Siberia of 
the Czars. It cannot be tolerated on American soil. 
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THE SOONER THE BETTER. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee will 
the President’s court bill by May 18, if not before.

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ROOSEVELT AND BRUENING. 

Numerous writers and speakers have drawn an 
analogy between President Roosevelt’s court-packing 
scheme and the events in Germany that preceded Hit- 
ler’s rise to power. One of those to do so was Presi- 
dent Harold W. Dodds of Princeton University, testi- 
fying before the Senate Judiciary Committee. He, too, 
warned of the plan’s danger not only in itself but as 
a precedent, like the precedent set for the tyrannical 
Hitler by the democratic Bruening. 

Dr. Bruening became Chancellor in 1930, at a time 
of grave crisis, when economic problems, fiscal trou- 
bies and political clashes seemed about to ruin Ger- 
many. When the Reichstag voted down his defla- 
tionary budget, Bruening resorted to Article 48 of 
the German Constitution. This empowered the Pres- 
ident, “if public safety and order is materially dis- 
turbed or endangered,” to rule by decree. Thus, the 
budget was enacted. It was an arbitrary action, but, 
just as apologists for the President’s scheme say, per- 
fectly legal and constitutional. 

Germany’s troubles were not ended by that one 
decree, however. A succession of others became nec- 
essary. At length, Bruening was governing almost 
wholly by decree, each signed willingly by the aged 
Hindenburg, with the Reichstag a mere bystander. 
Bruening did this, not because he believed in repres- 
sion, but because he hoped to save the Republic from 
|chaos and to make possible a restoration of demo- 
cratic methods later on. When the Reichstag objected,

Thus Hitler found ready-made the weapons of dic- 
tatorship, prepared for his hand by the man de- 
scribed by Dorothy Thompson as “the least dicta- 
torial of Chancellors.” Hitler’s first decree rescind- 
ed the civil rights of German citizens. It was then 
‘only a step to winning a grant of dictatorial powers 
‘from a compliant Reichstag, which has since been a 
nonentity in the German system. The Republic was 
dead; the totalitarian state a reality. “Constitutional 
methods” had destroyed the German people’s Con- 
stitution and their liberty. 

Prof. Dodds says he does not mean to charge the 


Neither did Dr. Bruening have such ambition. Like 
Mr. Roosevelt, he avowed his devotion to democratic 
principles. But—‘“when German democracy began 
issuing emergency decrees, it was not seeking to de- 
stroy itself, and yet that was the result.” 
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WHAT IS THE PROGRAM? 

Frankly, it seems to me that the entire success 
of his (President Roosevelt’s) administration and 
the success of the recovery program hinge on 
the enactment of this (court) legislation.—Post- 
master-General James A. Farley. 

That is a most remarkable statement. 

We were told during the campaign that the nation’s 
problems had been solved or were on the way to 
speedy solution. Recovery was at hand because, 80 
said the President in one of his Southern speeches, 
“we planned it that way.” Happy Days Were Here 
Again. Nothing was said by the President or any 
of his spokesmen about a new crisis. Nothing was 
said about any plan to enlarge the Supreme Court. 
To the contrary, the party had pledged itself to seek 
a constitutional amendment if the goals of the New 
Deal could not be reached within the letter and the 
spirit of the Constitution as it is now written. 

Now the country is told by Mr. Farley that the 
“entire success” of the Roosevelt administration and 
the success of the recovery program hang on the 
President’s court reorganization bill. 

It is nothing to Mr. Farley, apparently, that the 
President has greater powers than any other peace- 
time President ever had. In his St. Louis address 
the other day, Senator Wheeler called the roll of some 
of them. The President can again, if he wishes, de- 
value the dollar; he can, and does, operate a two- 
billion-dollar stabilization fund, the management of 
which is not subject to review by any other officer of 
the United States; he can, under certain circum- 
stances, issue greenbacks to the extent of three bil- 
lion dollars; he can fix the value of the silver dollar 
at any ratio he may see fit; he can raise or lower 
tariff rates by 50 per cent; he can empower any 
“agency” of the Government to prescribe the rules 
for carrying out relief policies; under the powers 
granted him by the Emergency Relief Act of 1936, he 
can spend, almost entirely at his own discretion, a 
sum practically twice as large as the entire Federal 
budget in the year before the war. These are some of 
his unprecedented powers. 

It means nothing to Mr. Farley that the Govern- 
ment now has and is exercising the power to lighten 
the mortgage burden on farmers, to guarantee bank 
deposits, to regulate the stock exchanges and the is- 
suance of securities, to exact heavy income taxes, to 
proceed against monopolies, to centralize control of 
the nation’s credit system in Washington, to set up 
an old-age insurance system, to guarantee the right 
of collective bargaining in industries that are “in the 
stream” of interstate commerce. 

These and the other powers of Congress and the 
President are not enough. The President must have 
the right to add Justices to the Supreme Court, up 
to the number of six, if sitting Justices above the 
age of 70 fail to retire. That is to say, he must be 
able to pack the Supreme Court in order to make 
sure that he will get the kind of decisions he wants 
on constitutional questions. That is to say, he must 


an independent branch of the Government, under 
executive control. 

If the President is not given this new power, then, 
according to Mr. Farley, the New Deal and the re- 
covery program will fail.

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IRELAND’S PROPOSED CONSTITUTION. 

While John Bull is primping for the coronation 
ceremonies, his old nemesis, President Eamon de 
Valera of Ireland, is calmly proposing to take his 
country out of the British Commonwealth of Nations. 
The proposed new Constitution, every word of which 
was written, so it is said, by “Dev,” does not so much 
as bid England farewell. It declares Ireland a “sov- 
ereign, independent democratic state” without a word 
about the centuries-old association, with no ifs, ands, 
buts or by-your-leaves. 

Accustomed as they are to “Dev’s” startling maneu- 
vers, all directed at accomplishing his burning ambi- 
tion to create an Irish republic, and most of them 
successful, the London newspapers are attempting to 
smile off the proposed Constitution, calling it a 
“paper scheme” which can never be carried out, and 
an example of the “love of make-believe so dear to 
the Irish character.” 

Perhaps so. But Ireland in 1922 graduated from 
the status of a British possession to the dignity of a 
co-equal member of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations. It is a member of the League of Nations 
in its own right. It has its own army. In foreign 
capitals are its own diplomatic representatives. It is 
governing itself in its own way and at its own 
pleasure. The office of Governor-General, represent- 
ing British sovereignty, has been abolished and no 
official in Ireland represents the crown. 

This is, so to speak, separate maintenance. But 
“Dev” wants absolute divorce. And if his Consti- 
tution is ratified in the general elections next June, 
just what is John Bull doing to do about it? For, if 


that happens, it is clearly John Bull’s move.

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Europe’s ‘‘Peace Scare”’ 


While nations bristle with arms, recent developments in Europe have brought readi- 
ness on all sides to talk peace, says foreign editor of business journal after trip 
abroad; no one expects war this year, he finds, and gestures toward agreement are 
being made; Britain’s renewed vitality is viewed as a major stabilizing factor.

UROPE is confronted with a “peace 
E scare.” Italian troops recently routed in 
Spain; Belgium voting down its ardent 
Fascist leader; Central Europe—from Czecho- 
slovakia to the Mediterranean—capriciously 
forgetting its recent flirtation with the Ber- 
lin-Rome crowd, and most of all, a London 
which is resuming its old role as the political 
center of Europe—these are the develop- 
ments which have recently unnerved world 
speculators in rubber, copper and wheat. 
Europe is bristling with armaments, but 
there is such readiness on all sides to talk 
peace that business is readjusting its esti- 
mates of the future. 

More than any other single thing, it was 
the announcement of Britain’s $7,500,000,000 
rearmament program that stirred peace talk. 
Only two other countries in the world—the 
United States and the Soviet Union—could 
match such a program without wrecking 
their finances. 

Italy was shocked. One year of uncon- 
tested conquest in Africa with endless snubs 
for the “‘mistress of the seas” had made the 
Italians for the time the cocks of the walk. 
But the maintaining of empire has proved 
to be more costly and less glamorous than 
the attaining, 

Feeling against Italy is at a high pitch in 
Britain. London will take no aggressive 
move against Rome, nor attempt to restore 
a free Ethiopia, but Mussolini must now be 
aware that the time has passed when the 
British will withdraw their fleet from the 
Mediterranean to avoid trouble with him. 
Future moves must be carefully considered. 

* * * 

German authorities insist they want peace 
and the opportunity to build up their self- 
sufficiency program, yet it is the provocative 
speeches of Nazi authorities, rumors of sur- 
prise marches into Czechoslovakia, the re- 
current question of annexing Austria and the 
constant verbal attacks on Moscow that— 
more than anything else—account for the 
rearmament race in Europe today. 

Berlin last year lost its opportunity to 
strike effectively—before England’s rearm- 
ament was really under way and while 
France was weakest internally. A year ago, 
Britain, if pressed, would have discussed 
seriously a commercial loan for Germany, 
simply to avoid trouble. A few weeks ago, 
Britain, behind its new self-assurance, re- 
fused flatly to consider a return of the Ger- 
man colonies. Credits for Germany can only 
be bought now at Britain’s price—which 
includes both an agreement to end the arms 
race and some sort of security pact. This 
time, Britain will be able to hold out for her 
principles. 

There are a number of reasons why no 
one in Europe seriously expects war this 
year, and why there is a new wave of con- 
fidence in the timid efforts being made to 
call a combination economic and disarma- 
ment conference. 

Most serious is the question of costs. 
London’s new program has set a new pace 
in rearmament. No one knows how much 
Germany has spent on arms, but it is per- 
fectly plain that the country is already living 
on a hand-to-mouth basis as far as food and 
raw materials are concerned. The Reich 
obviously can’t precipitate trouble now, even 
if it has the desire. 

The Soviet Union is striving to the limit 


, 


to be prepared for any emergency, but it is 
in a mood to bargain almost anything short 
of territorial concessions for peace. 

Italy has learned that it is often cheaper 
to acquire an empire than to maintain it, 
and Mussolini is fully aware that even his 
powers of eloquence may not be enough 
much longer to keep up the martial spirit. 

Europe’s darkest days were last fall, when 
the internal French situation was weakest, 
when foreign intervention in Spain threat- 
ened to precipitate a major European con- 
flict, when England made no decisions and 
talked loudly of her lack of preparedness. 

The change in the tide came with the 
Roosevelt speech before the Pan-American 
conference in Buenos Aires. It was less a 
warning to Europe that the United States 
would use its military influence on one side 
or the other than that war could end only 
in chaos and therefore that the wiser course 
was to look for a way out—in which the 
United States with capital and a huge buy- 
ing power could co-operate wholeheartedly. 
This suggestion made a deeper impression 
in almost every European capital than any- 
one on this side of the ocean surmised. 

° * - 

Then came England’s massive war budget, 
which seemed, at the time, a move in the 
wrong direction. Actually, it had an equally 
sobering effect on Europe. The British ob- 
viously coveted no new territory, but were 
showing a new determination to protect 
what they had, no matter what the cost. 
France immediately took courage. Britain 
steadfastly refused to undertake fresh com- 
mitments on the Continent, but Britain and 
France obviously had common interests in 
protecting themselves from any aggressors. 

There is not one capital in Europe which 
will refuse to acknowledge the truth and 
seriousness of President Roosevelt’s state- 
ment in his budget message: “It is a matter 
of common knowledge that the principal 
danger to modern civilization lies in those 
nations which, largely because of an arma- 
ment race, are headed directly toward bank- 
ruptcy.” 

But there is not an experienced diplomat 
who does not shy from the mention of a 
“world economic conference.” Big confer- 
ences were too numerous and too unpro- 
ductive in the first four years of the depres- 
sion to be trusted to handle today’s prob- 
lems. These must be taken up one by one 
in small groups until the time is ripe to fit 
them together into the pattern which has 
been outlined in advance by some far-sighted 
statesmen, 

An effective disarmament agreement can 
almost automatically prepare the way for 
pacts covering all the other problems. For 
the promise to disarm, the “have-not” na- 
tions can justifiably hold out for trade con- 
cessions, even for some adjustment of the 
colonial question, and a workable plan to 
redistribute gold. It will require shrewd 
diplomacy on the part of those in charge 
of the conferences to know when to insist 
on concessions and when to curb excessive 
demands. 

It is not likely that more than the pre- 
liminary plans for a new world deal can be 
accomplished this year. But it is important 
that world business and world statesmen are 
agreed that something must be done and 
promptly, w

The compromise bill prohibits a 
active war trade here in munitions 
and by means of loans.

come here and obtain what they 
want. And it leaves to the Presi- 
dent a certain amount of discre- 
tion in determining how this pol- 
icy shall be applied. 


Theoretically, as applied to all 
conceivable wars, the bill can be 
shown to work out in all sorts of 
undesirable ways. But, of course, 
though the bill does not say so, it 
is designed for the only important 
war that might occur in the next 
two years. That is a war in which 
Germany and Italy would be fight- 
ing Britain and France. The bill 
does something to make such a 
war a little less likely. 


For it enables the peaceable 
powers to strengthen their de-. 
fenses against aggression by using | 
their sea power and their gold to | 
obtain raw materials in America. 
All observers agree that the 
stronger the British and the 
French become, the less likely is 
a European war. Then, too, the} 
bill does at least provide some in- 
surance against the prostration of 
American exports, particularly 
farm products and minerals. More- 
over, the bill does make it somie- 
what less likely that Americans 
will become directly involved in 
the battle areas. 

These are three vital American 
interests, and a bill which serves 
all of them in some degree must’ 
be counted as reasonably good. | * 
Certainly no better bill could be 
enacted now. 


The bill will be excellent if we 
never have to put it into effect, and 
the only real way to cure the de- 
fects of the bill is to take other 
measures which will make a Euro- 
pean war less probable.

CATHOLIC CHARITIES 
PAID OUT $1,317,000 


The Rev. J. J. Butler Reports 
on 1936 Activities at Pageant 
in Auditorium. 


| A total of $1,317,196 was expended 
by Catholic charitable agencies in 
|1936, the Rev. John J. Butler, presi- 


ident of Catholic Charities, said in 
‘the organization’s annual report 


‘made yesterday at a pageant pre- 


} 


\sented by Catholic agencies at the 
| Municipal Auditorium. Of the total 
| expended, $538,980 was received 
\from United Charities, Inc., and the 
balance was raised by the Catholic 
| Charities. 

Expenditures included $414,004 
ispent by 14 institutions to furnish 
/permanent homes for dependent 
‘Children; $625,462 for charity work 
in hospitals; $115,682 to care for 
3505 persons at their homes; $134.- 
239 for general outdoor relief work 
and $27,806 for the Department of 
Children, responsible for social ser- 
vice needs in institutions caring for 
Catholic children. 

The report also stated that, dur- 
ing the year, 169,878 free days of 
care were provided by the city’s 11 
Catholic hospitals, and 139,571 per- 
sons were treated free in dispensa- 
ries. Other Catholic agencies fur- 
nished aid to a total of 14,766 per- 
sons and 1366 families during the 
year. 

In a foreword to the report, 
Archbishop John J. Glennon said 
that “Catholic charities and the 
Sacrifices made by the _ various 
agencies help very much to sus- 
tain a high morale in the come. 
munity.” 

“It is to be hoped,” he said, “that 
gradually they will assume with 
the other charitable agencies in the 
city their legitimate position of 
caring for all those who need care, 
and thus release the Federal Gov- 
ernment from the present abnor- 
mal, but necessary, task which hag: 
occupied it for some time, namely, 
in the field of relief, and we hope. 
the returning growth and increas- 
ing progress noticeable just now in 
the industries, and the consequent 
re-employment, will bring about 
that consummation.” 

Father Butler, in a preface to the 
report, urged all Catholics to con-. 
tribute to the United Charities cam- 
paign next November, “to the end 
that unity in purpose and in action 
may be preserved in the important 
task of helping our less fortunate 
neighbor.” 

About 400 children from 16 Cath- 
olic agencies took part in the 
pageant, “The Highway of the 
King,” depicting man’s Yeourney 
through the ages. Speakers, besides 
Archbishop Glennon and Father 
Butler, included Bishop James E. 
Walsh, superior of Maryknoll Cok 
lege Foreign Missions, and Everett 
Paul Griffin, representing United 
Charities.

WASHINGTON, May 3. — Domestic 
wheat markets continued unsettled while 
feed grains made further gains during the 
week ended April 30, states the Weekly 
Grain Market Review of the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics. Wheat was weak 
early in the period, influenced by declines 
in foreign markets, where unsettled finan- 
cal conditions were disturbing factors, but 
strengthened toward the close with an ac- 


tive inquiry for small remaining supplies 
a firming influence. Feed grains were 
firm, and corn futures at Chicago reached 
the highest level since 1925. Cash grain 
was in active request from feeders and 
industrial buyers. Country marketings 
were moderate despite light remaining 
stocks. Oats gained with corn, but re- 
sponded also to a good demand for grain 
both for seed purposes and for feeding. 
Malting barley was in good request, but 
feeding inquiry was less urgent than that 
for corn and oats. Rye gained steadily, 
— light current offerings below trade 
needs. 

WHEAT—wWhile unsettled financial and 
economic conditions in Europe were weak- 
ening influences in the general wheat sit- 
uation, these were largely offset by a con- 
tinued active inquiry for rapidly diminish- 
ing supplies. World wheat stocks at the 
first of April were below the usual dis- 
appearance during the remaining months 
of the Northern Hemisphere crop _ year, 
but appeared sufficient for essential re- 
quirements during this period, particularly 
with new crop supplies becoming available 
from early harvesting areas. New Indian 
wheat is already moving rapidly into world 
markets, with trade advices indicating the 
largest shipping surplus in recent years. 
North African crops are also approaching 
maturity and surpluses from these coun- 
tries will begin moving within another 
month. Reductions in wheat holdings are 
quite generally distributed among all im- 
portant wheat producing areas. Supplies 
in North America are below normal and 
less than half of the peak accumulations 
at this date in 1933. European stocks are 
also very low. North American supplies 
as of April 1 totaled 345,000,000 bushels, 
compared with 534,000,000 bushels a year 
earlier and 594,000,000 bushels in 1935. 
United States stocks amounted to only 
212,720,000 bushels, compared with the 
peak of 540,289,000 bushels in 1932, 
Stocks in merchant mills were the small- 
est for which comparable records are avail- 
able and totaled only 65,983,000 bushels. 


Canadian Wheat Stocks. 


Stocks of Canadian wheat in store in 
Canada totaled 118,005,000 bushels, com- 
pared with 246,797,000 bushels a year 
ago. The 1937 figures are the lowest for 
this date since 1922. In addition to the 
Canadian wheat in Canada, about 14,051,- 
000 bushels of Canadian wheat were in 
bond in the United States, but no United 
States wheat was in store in Canada. 
Southern Hemisphere wheat stocks at the 
first of April were the smallest of the 
past 10 years, with the exception of last 
year’s small holdings, with a combined 
total, including stocks held for food and 
seed, aggregating roughly 233,861,000 
bushels. Little information is available as 
to remaining stocks in Europe, but trade 
reports indicate relatively light supplies 
in Continental Europe and the smallest 
carryover in many years. British stocks 
of imported wheat are larger than at any 
time during the present season. Stocks ir 
North Africa are at a minimum for this 
season of the year, but India probably 
entered the new crop year with a slight- 
ly larger than normal carryover as a re- 
sult of the succession of fairly good har- 
vests from which little wheat had been 
shipped abroad. 

Domestic markets were sensitive to crop 
conditions and moved independently of for- 
eign markets. Winter wheat continued to 
show improvement in most of the Ohio 
Valley states and in areas to the east-

Offerings of cash 
wheat were too small to establish definite 
values, but No. 2 amber was quoted at 
Minneapolis at from lie under to 5e over 
the Duluth May, with premiums on best 
milling lots reported at from 25¢ to 35c¢ 
per bushel. 


Foreign markets were mostly lower, al- 
though prices of Canadian wheat at Win- 
nipeg held about unchanged, with No. 1 
Manitoba Northern quoted at $1.32%. 
The market, however, fluctuated over a 
rather wide range during the week, in- 
fluenced by changes in export demand. 
Country marketings remained relatively 
heavy, with 2446 cars received at Win- 
nipeg.
